The county has good schools for the negroes. The Board 
of Education employs good teachers for the negroes and they 
are doing good work.

Drooping Mountain overlooks much of southern Foca- 
hontas and commands an entrancing view of Hillsboro and 
its charming rural surroundings of grove, field and orchard.

Their view on every hand was shut 
in by tjje dense misty barriers. Upon reaching the crest of 
the mountain, the sun ras seen in all its glorious power and 
light, ready to roll away the cists that were over the hills, 
vales and the streams, keeping them from view. The scene 
was one of adoration and awe. Zords could not fitly express 
the scene. The radiant power of the sun had come and was 
working miracles.

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THE HILLSBORO COMUNI TY. 

The town of Hillsboro is located in e rich end 
beautiful valley. It is two and one-half miles iron the 
nearest railroad station called Seebert, end netted in honor 
of a family by that nane that settled here in the wilderness 
in the early days. Hillsboro was named for Richard Hill, the 
pioneer fron North Carolina, who built his home on a good 
farm m the neighborhood of Lobelia. His house was an un- 
usuelly good one for that age.

The first permanent settler in the Hillsboro com¬ 
munity was John McIJeel of Frederick County, Virginia. He 
came hero in the year 1765. 

John McXeel built the White Pole Church on the hill 
set apart for the KcNeel cemetery, the first church in the 
community. 

In the northern section of the Hillsboro community 
we have Mill Point, a small industrial village, including 
within its limits proper a store, a blacksmith shop, two flour 
mills, and three homes. Just above the village is a won¬ 
derful spring. .he spring gushes forth so abundantly that 
it forms a miniture cataract. The water is so pure and cold 
that it is called the Blue Spring. There is a tradition that 
herds of buffalo formerly gathered in the valley facing the 
spring and drank from this water, and that it was from the 
stamping of the buffalo that "Stamping Creek" derived its name. 
Two or the tribes or Indians that frequented this region were 
the Ottawas and the Shawnees. Pontiac and Cornstalk were am¬ 
ong their leaders. The death of the Bridger boys Is the 
most drama:io story oi Indian cruelty we know of in connection 
with the Mill Point fort.
